eral districts, and he shall transmit to the clerk of each 
district a copy of the apportionment of said district, 
Provided, That this section shall not deprive districts 
which have been organized but one year of their ap- 
portionment.

or the sale or transfer of any stock or securities or 
other property, real or personal, belonging to the cor- 
poration, or the appointment of any officer receiving 
any salary therefrom. 

Sec. 6. All vacancies by death, resignation or 
otherwise in the office of trustees, shall be filled by 
the board by ballot, without unnecessary delay, and at 
least a majority of the votes of the surviving trustees 
shall be necessary for the election of any trustees. 
The said trustees shall hold a regular meeting at least 
once in each month to receive the reports of their of- 
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ficers as to the business and aflFairs of the incorpora- 
tion and to transact such business as may be necessary, 
and any trustee omitting to attend the regular meet- 
ings of the board for six months in succession, may 
thereupon, at the election of said board, be coiisidered 
as having vacated his place, and a successor may be 
elected to fill the same. The district court of the ju- 
dicial district wherein such association may have its 
principal place of business, may at any time, for due 
cause shown, remove any trustees on proper notice to 
6uch trustees, and affording him an opportunity to be 
heard in his defence. 

Sec. 7. The general business and object of such objects of incor. 
corporation shall be to receive on deposit such sums p*'"*^^^ 
of money as may from time to time be offered there- 
for by mariners, tradesmen, clerks, mechanics, labor- 
ers, minors, servants and others, and to invest the same 
for the use, interest, and advantage of the said depos- 
itors and their legal representatives as hereinafter pre- 
scribed by this act ; and the said corporation shall re- 
ceive on deposit all sums of money which may be of- 
fered for the purpose of being invested as aforesaid, 
which shall, as soon as practicable, be invested ac- 
cordingly, and shall be repaid to such depositors when 
required, at such times, with such interest, and un- 
der such regulations as the board of trustees shall 
from time to time prescribe, which regulations shall 
be put in some public and conspicuous place in the 
room where the business of such corporation shall 
be transacted ; but no by-law or regulation shall be 
adopted by said trustees whereby any sum amounting 
to one dollar or upwards shall be refused by such cor- 
poration, when offered as a deposit by any individual, 
and the regulations so adopted shall not be altered so 
as to affect any deposit previously made. No presi- 
dent, trustee or officer or servant of such corporation, 
shall directly or indirectly borrow the funds of such 
corporation, or its deposits, or in any manner use the 
same in their private affairs or business. All certifi- 
cates or other evidences of deposit made by the proper 
officers of such corporation shall be as binding upon 
the corporation as if made under the common seal. It 
shall be the duty of the trustees of said corporation to 
regulate the rates of interest to be allowed the depos- 
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itors ; but said trustees shall receive no pay, salary, 
emolument or profit until after interest at the rate of 
six per cent, per annum shall have been allowed the 
depositors in accordance with the regulations of the 
institution. 

Sec. 8. At least half of the whole amount deposit- 
certain amount ed shall be iuvestod in the stocks or other securities 
tobeiDvested ^^ ^^^ United States, or loaned on improved unincum- 
bered real estate situate within the state and worth at 
least double the amount to be secured over and above 
the value of any buildings erected thereon. The bal- 
ance may be invested in the securities or stocks of this 
state, or of the United States, or loaned on the afore- 
said securities, or upon approved personal security; 
but no loan shall be made upon the personal security 
of less than two responsible individuals. 

Sec. 9. Every trustee before entering upon his du- 
ties shall execute a bond to the state of Minnesota in 
the penal sum of five thousand dollars, with two or 
Trustees to give moro suroties to be approved of by one of the judges 
bonds of the supreme court, conditioned for the faithful dis- 

charge of his duties as trustee aforesaid. Said bond 
shall be recorded in the office of the register of deeds 
of the county in which the articles of incorporation 
are .recorded, and also in the office of the secretary of 
state, and thereupon shall be delivered to, and remain 
in the custody of, the state auditor. In case of a 
breach of the conditions of said bond, any person or 
persons aggrieved thereby may institute a suit for 
damages in his or their own name upon the said bond ; 
Provided^ leave shall be first granted for that purpose 
by the judge of the court in which it is proposed to 
bring suit, and the judgment of the plaintiff in such 
action shall be for the amount of damages which he 
shows himself entitled to in consequence of such 
breach, and successive actions may be in like manner 
brought upon such bond by persons aggrieved by any 
breach of the condition thereof, until the amount of 
the penal sum specified in such bond shall be exhaust- 
ed, and each of such trustees shall moreover be indi- 
vidually liable to the depositors in a sum equal to the 
amount of the penal bond required. The district court 
of the judicial district wherein such corporation may 
have its principal place of business, may upon good 
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cause shown in the case of any such corporation, at any- 
time, increase the amount of the penal bond required 
of the trustees of such corporation, and the trustees 
of such corporation shall thereupon enter into new 
bonds in accordance with the order of the court, and 
said trustees thereafter shall be held individually liable 
to the depositors to the amount of the new bonds given 
in manner aforesaid ; and no corporation under this 
act shall commence business until all of said corpora- 
tors shall have given the bonds aforesaid. And in case 
any trustee elected to fill a vacancy is notified to give 
a new bond in the manner aforesaid, shall fail to give 
the bond required within twenty days after such elec- 
tion or notice, his place shall be considered vacant, and 
a new trustee elected in his stead. Such corporation 
shall be liable to the depositors for the amount of their 
deposits, with interest allowed in manner aforesaid. 
Any trustee may resign his office by written notice of 
his resignation, presented at a regular meeting of the 
board. 

Sec. 10. Whenever in the unanimous opinion of the ^ewtnisteei 
trustees of any such association their number should 
be increased beyond the original number of corpora- 
tors, a certificate to this effect, signed by them all and 
stating the number of trustees to be added, shall be 
filed and recorded in the same manner as the original 
articles of incorporation, and thereupon new trustees 
may be elected by the old board to complete the num- 
ber as increased and such new trustees before enter- 
ing upon their duties shall give bonds as required by • 
this act.

Sec. 11. The board of trustees shall have power 
from time to time to make, constitute, ordain and es- Powers of board 
tablish such by-laws, rules and regulations as they 
shall judge proper fur the election of their officers, for 
prescribing their respective functions and the mode of 
discharging the same, for the regulation of the time of 
meeting of the officers and trustees, and generally 
for transacting, managing and discharging the affairs of 
the corporation : Provided^ Such by-laws, rules and 
to the constitution or are not repugant to this act, 
regulations laws of this state or of the United States. 

Sec. 12. The real estate which it shall be lawful for 
said corporation to purchase, hold and convey shall 
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be : First — Such as may be requisite for its immediate 
accommodation for the convenient transaction of its 
business. Second — Such as shall have been mortgaged 
to it in good faith for moneys loaned in pursuance of 
the provisions of this act. Third — Such as shall have 
been purchased at sale upon judgment or decree 
obtained or rendered for the money so loaned. And 
the said corporation shall not purchase, hold or convey 
real estate in any other case or for any other purpose ; 
and the said corporation shall not directly or indirectly 
deal or trade in buying or selling any goods, wares or 
commodities whatever, except in the cases where it is 
authorized to do so by the terms of this act, and except 
such personal property as may be requisite for its im- 
mediate accommodation for the convenient transaction 
of its business. 

Sec. 13. The books of said corporation shall at all 
times during their hours of business be open for 
inspection and examination to the auditor of this 
state and such other persons as the legislature or 
state audij^or shall designate or appoint as their agent, 
for this purpose. 

Sec. 14. Whenever any deposit shall be made by 
any minor the trustees may, at their discretion, pay to 
such depositors such deposit, although no guardian 
shall have been appointed for such minor or the guar- 
dian of such minor shall not have authorized the 
drawing of the same, and the check, receipt or acquit- 
tance of such minor shall be as valid as if the same 
was executed by a guardian of such minor, or the said 
minor was of full age, if such deposit was made per- 
sonally by said minor; and whenever any deposit shall 
have been made by married women the trustees may 
repay the same on the receipts of said depositors, and 
said receipts shall be a discharge as against third 
persons. 

The board of trustees shall on or before 
the first day of December of each year, report to the 
state auditor the amount of deposits received during 
the twelve months preceding, the amount paid out to 
depositors in the same time and the amount of funds 
on hand and invested.

Sec. 16. The district court of the judicial district 
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"wherein such association may have its principal place 
of business, may at any time, on the application of District coart 
any trustee or depositor in such institution, and on may invegtigau 
reasonable cause shown therefor to the satisfaction of 
said court, appoint one or more persons to examine 
into the investments thereof and its affairs and busi- 
ness generally. The books, papers and business of 
said corporation shall be open and subject to the . 
examination of such person or persons. The trustees, 
oflBicers and clerks thereof, or any other persons, may 
be examined on oath by such person or persons, and 
the said court may confer such further powers on the 
person or persons so appointed as they may consider 
necessary for the more thorough and perfect examina- 
lion of the affairs and business of said corporation.

Be it enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That all mineral districts to be hereafter 
formed in this state shall conform to the township 
lines of six miles square. 

Sec. 2. That all mineral claims shall be made in 
person by the party claiming, and any claim not thus 
made, is invalid. 

Sec 3. That when a mineral vein or lode or lead, 
containing gold, silver, cinnabar, or copper is discov- 
ered, the party making the discovery shall be entitled 
to two hundred feet on said vein or lode or lead as a 
discovery claim, with one hundred feet of land on 
either side of said vein or lode or lead, for its conven- 
ient working ; and he shall also be entitled to an ad- 
ditional claim of two hundred feet on said vein or 
lode or lead, with one hundred feet of land on either 
side of said vein or lode or lead, for its convenient 
working, according to the act of Congress, passed July 
26, 1866. 
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Sec. 4. That to secure mineral claims the person 
making them shall measure off correctly, the number correct measur't 
of feet allowed by law, and shall post up a notice of 
said claim, of a substantial nature, upon a stake or tree, 
at the end of every two hundred feet, upon which 
shall be written the name of the vein, with date of 
taking, name of claimant, number of claim and its 
general direction. 

Sec. 5. That the claimant shall, within the three 
months from the time of posting up a notice of his shaft to be sunk 
claim, in compliance with the law, sink a shaft on said 
claim three feet deep by five feet square, and shall 
take from the bottom of the shaft so sunk specimens 
of the rock, properly labelled, with the name of vein, 
name of claim and name of claimant thereon ; num- 
ber of claim, east or west, with a correct description of 
said claim, and file with the register of deeds of the 
county in which the mineral district is situated, and 
the register of deeds, after being satisfied that the 
said claimant has complied with the requirements of 
the law, and that he has not exceeded the two hundred 
feet shall issue to said claimant and record the same, 
a certificate with description of claim, that said claim 
has been properly secured under the provisions of the 
law. 

Sec. 6. That in case the claimant fails to sink a 
shaft three feet deep by five feet square, within the 
three months specified, then he shall forfeit all right 
to the claim, and any other party can come in and 
take possession. 

Sec. 7. That whenever any citizen of the United 
States or those who have declared their intentions to when t© have 
become citizens, shall have complied with the provis- possession 
ions heretofore set forth, then they shall have rightful 
possession of all claims made under and by virtue of 
this act for the space of one year from the date of said 
claim ; and unless a shaft ten feet deep by five feet 
square is sunk within a year from the date of the claim 
made, then all right and title to said claim shall be 
forfeited, and another claimant mav come in and take 
possession and secure a title under the law. 

Sec. 8. That any person found tearing or mutilat- penalty 
ing any notice posted on any mineral claim in this 
state, shall be subject to arrest and imprisonment and 
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on conviction, shall be fined not less than $50 nor 
more than $500. 

Sec. 9. That the term " mineral claim," as used in 

the preceding section, shall be construed to embrace 

all water rights, ditches, flumes, timber claimed, or 

other interest appurtenant, necessary or auxiliary, to 

a mine or mining claim or the working thereon. 

Sec. 10. That the fees of the register of deeds shall 
be as follows: Recording claim, $1,00; transfer of 
claim, 25 cents for each folio of one hundred words, 
and 25 cents for each certificate. 

Sec. 11. That it shall be necessary to place in the 
hands of the register of deeds, a description of each 
claim for record, within thirty days from the date of 
taking. 

Sec 12. That in case any mineral district in this 
state is located in an unorganized county, the claim 
shall be recorded in the organized county to which 
such unorganized county has been attached for judi- 
cial purposes, and the register of deeds of said organ- 
ized county shall perform the duties and receive the 
fees as provided by law. 

Sec 13. That it ishall be the duty of all registers of 
deeds in counties where mineral claims are filed, to 
make a report every three months to the secretary of 
state of the number of claims taken, number of shafts 
sunk, and the general condition of the mines.

Section 1. The following amendment to the con- 
stitution of the state of Minnesota is hereby proposed 
for publication, and approval or rejection by the peo- 
ple, in accordance with section one of article fourteen 
of the constitution — that is to say, that section one of 
article seven of the constitution, shall be amended so 
as to read as follows : 

Section 1. Every male person of the age of twenty- 
one years or upwards, belonging to either of the fol- 
lowing classes, who shall have resided in the United 
States one year, and in this state for four months next 
preceding any election, shall be entitled to vote at 
such election, in the election district of which he shall 
at the time have been for ten days a resident, for all 
officers that now are or hereafter may be elected by 
the people : 

First — Citizens of the United States. 

Second — Persons of foreign birth who shall have de- 
clared their intention to become citizens conformably 
to the laws of the United States upon the subject of 
naturalization. 

Third — Persons of mixed white and Indian blood 
who have adopted the customs and habits of civiliza- 
tion. 

F(yurth — Persons of Indian blood residing in this 
state who have adopted the language, customs and 
habits of civilization, after an examination before any 
district court of the state, in such a manner as may be

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provided by law, and shall have been pronounced by 
said court capably of exercising the right of citizen- 
ship within this state. 

Sec. 2. This proposed amendment shall be sub- 
mitted to the people of the several districts of this 
state, for their approval or rejection, at the next gen- 
eral eliection for the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
seven ; and each of the legal voters of the state, in 
their respective districts, may, at such election, vote 
by ballot for or against such amendment, and the re- 
turns thereof shall be made and certified, and such 
votes canvassed, and the result thereof declared in the 
manner provided by law for returning, certifying and 
canvassing votes at "general elections for state offi» 
cers," and declaring the result thereof; and if it 
shall appear therefrom that a majority of voters pres- 
ent and voting at such election upon said amendment 
have voted in favor of the same, then within three 
days after that result shall have been ascertained and 
declared, the governor shall make proclamation there- 
of, and such amendment shall thereupon take effect 
and be in force as a part of the constitution. 

The ballots used at said election, by those 
voting in favor of such amendment, shall have written 
or printed, or partly written and partly printed, there- 
on, the following words : " Amendment to section one, 
article seven, of the constitution. Yes;" and the ballots 
used at said election by those voting against such 
amendment, shall have written or printed, or partly 
written or pkrtly printed thereon, the following words :

Section. 1. That the board of county commission- 
ers of any county in this state, may grant a license to 
any person applying therefor, to keep a ferry across 
any stream within their respective counties, upon 
"being satisfied that the party applying is a suitable 
person to keep it, and that a ferry is necessary at the 
point applied for ; but no ferry shall be established 
within one-half mile of any established ferry. 

Sec 2. In all cases where the stream over which a jurisdiction 
ferry is sought to be licensed runs between two coun- 
ties, the board of county commissioners of either 
county shall have as full jurisdiction in the premises 
as though the stream was wholly within the county of 
which they are commissioners ; and when the commis- 
sioners of either county shall have exercised jurisdic- 
tion under this act, and shall have established any 
ferry thereunder, the county commissioner of no other 
county shall have any power to exercise any jurisdic- 
tion over such ferry, while the same is in legal exist. 
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ence. Provided^ .That when the stream forms any 
portion of the boundary line of the state of Minne- 
sota, the board of commissioners in their respective 
counties, shall grant license and exercise all the pow- 
ers conferred upon them by the provisions of this act, 
so far as the same does not conflict with the rights of 
other states. Provided further^ That when applica- 
tion shall be made in two counties for license for fer- 
ries at the same point, the county commissioners of 
the county in which notice of the intention of such 
application was first filed with the county auditor, shall 
exercise jurisdiction in the matter. 

Sec. 3. All licenses granted under the provisions 
of this act, shall be sealed with the seal of the county 
commissioners, and signed by the chairman of the 
board, and attested by the county auditor, and may be 
granted for any period not exceeding ten years. 

Sec. 4. The county commissioners shall tax such 
sums as may appear reasonable, not less than five nor 
more than two hundred dollars per annum ; and the 
person to whom such license shall be granted, shall 
pay to the county treasurer the tax for one year in 
advance, and take duplicate receipts therefor, one of 
which he shall file with the county auditor within ten 
days thereafter. 

Sec. 5. Any person obtaining a license t6 keep a 
ferry, shall provide and keep in complete repair the 
necessary boats for the safe conveyance of persons and 
property, and shall keep a suflBicient number of hands 
to give due attendance from daylight in the morning 
until dark in the evening, and shall, moreover, attend 
at any hour of the night or day, when called upon, for 
the purpose of conveying the United States mail, or 
any person or persons desiring to cross the same, with 
or without a team, or vehicle, across said ferry. 
Provided^ That when the stream is impassable from 
the high stage of water, wind and storm, or drift ice 
in the river, or when the river is frozen over, no dam- 
age shall be recovered by a failure or refusal to con- 
vey any person or property across said stream. 

Sec 6. All persons intending to apply for a license, 
shall give notice of their intention to apply for a 
license for a ferry at a certain point, by posting up at 
least three notices in the most public places in the 
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neighborhood where the ferry is proposed to be kept, 
and filing a copy thereof with the county auditor, at 
least ten days prior to the presentation of such appli- 
cation to the county commissioners. Provided^ That 
when application shall be made for a renewal of 
license where a former license has expired, the same 
may be granted or renewed without previous notice 
or petition. 

Sec. 7. Whenever the board of county commission- 
ers of any county shall grant a license to keep a ferry ^^ ^^ ^^^ 
across any stream, the said board shall establish the 
rate of ferriage which may be demanded for the trans- 
portation of persons or property ; and any person who 
shall demand or receive more than the amount so 
designated for ferrying, shall pay such sum, not 
exceeding twenty dollars, as any court having compe- 
tent jurisdiction shall determine, to be recovered by 
an action of debt by any person suing for the same. 

Sec. 8. No person shall be allowed to establish, run 
or maintain, upon any water in this state, any ferry mmi uke out 
upon which to convey, carry or transport any persons license 
or property, for hire or reward, without first obtain- 
ing a license therefor as hereinbefore provided.

Any ferry (heretofore established under perrytobetaxed 
former laws by license of county commissioners or 
charter from thelegfslature,) across any stream in this 
state, shall be taxed the same as those granted by the 
provisions of this act ; and all ferries shall be deemed 
situated in the county where the ferry house is situ- 
ated and no ferry shall be liable to pay tax to but one 
county.

The foregoing provisions of this act shall 
not apply to any stream, as far as the same is bordered 
by any city, village, borough or incorporated town in 
this state ; but the common council or board having 
the ^management or control of the public affairs of 
such city, village, borough or incorporated town shall 
have the sole and exclusive right to grant ferry licen- 
ses across such stream, as far as the same is bordered 
by such city, village, borough or incorporated town 
respectively, and to make and enforce such regulations 
for such ferries and ferry licenses as such common 
council or board may deem proper.

Section 1, That section six, of chapter nineteen of 
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the general statutes of 1866, of this state relating to 
estrays, &c., be amended to read as follows : 

Section 6. When the value of such estray exceeds ^njgndment 
ten dollars, the town clerk shall transmit, by mail or 
otherwise, forthwith, to the register of deeds of the 
county where such estray is detained, a certified copy 
of the notice and description of such estray on file in 
his office, for which certificate the town clerk shall re- 
ceive the sum of twenty-five cents to be advanced by 
the person detaining sucli estray, together with the fee 
of one dollar and fifty cents, which fee shall be foi;- 
warded'by the town clerk to the register of deeds, with 
the notice, and upon the receipt of said notice and 
description, with the fee accompaning it, the register 
of deeds shall cause the notice and description to be 
published in some weekly paper printed and published 
in said county, also record the same in a book kept for 
that purpose, to be designated " estray book," and put 
on file in his office. 

When the value of such estrays exceeds the sum of ugtrastobead 
twenty-five dollars, the taker up shall, within ten days vertisld. 
thereafter, advertise the same in the "Saint Paul 
Weekly Press" (or should the Press be discontinued, 
he shall advertise in any weekly paper published at 
the capital in the English language, and having gen- 
eral circulation throughout the state,) one week, giv- 
ing full description of said estray, its kind, age, color, 
sex, marks, natural and artificial, as near as may be, 
together with his own name, and place of residence. 
For the expense of such advertisement he shall be 
paid by the owners of said estray, if claimed accord- 
ing to the provisions of this act, of which this is an 
amendment; or if not so claimed, he may retain the 
amount thus paid for advertising, out of any moneys 
arising from the sale of such estray according to the 
provisions of the act aforesaid. 

Sec, 2. The register of deeds of each county of this 
state is hereby required to subscribe for one copy of SedL'^^^*^**'^ 
the paper referred to in section one of this amendment, 
and place the same on file in the office of said register 
of deeds, subject to the inspection of the public at 
any time during office hours ; and the amount of the 
subscription price of said paper shall be allowed and 
paid out of the treasury of the county. 
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Sec. 3. This act shall take eflFect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

Section 1. Whoever shall knowingly sell, supply, 
Provides against or bring to bo manufactured to any butter or cheese 
aduiteraHon mauufactory in this state, any milk diluted with water, 
or in any way adulterated, or milk from which any 
cream has been taken, or milk commonly known as 
skimpaed milk ; ot whoever shall keep back any part 
of the milk known as " strippings," or whoever shall 
knowingly bring or supply milk to any butter or cheese 
manufactory that is tainted or partly sour from want 
of proper care in keeping pails, strainers or any ves- 
sel in which said milk is kept, clean and sweet, after 
being notified of such taint or carelessness ; or any 
cheese or butter manufacturer who shall knowingly 
use or direct any of his employees to use for his or 
their individual benefit, any cream from the milk 
brought to said cheese or butter manufacturer, with- 
out the consent of all the owners thereof, shall, for 
each and every offence, forfeit and pay a sum equal to * 
twice the actual injury sustained by any person, firm, 
association or corporation upon whom such fraud may 
be committed, to be sued for in any court of compe: 
. tent jurisdiction, for the benefit of the person or per- 
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sons, firm or association or corporation or their assigns 
upon whom such fraud be committed. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage.

A Joint Resolution in relation to the repeal of the 
revenue laws^ requiring a duty on live stock imported 
into the State from the Red Jxiver Settlement 

Whereas^ There have, for the last three years, been 
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transported from St Cloud to Fort Geary and vicinity 
seven hundred and fifty tons of freight annually, and 
with an increase of settlements and population, such 
as may be confidently looked for the next ten years, 
there must be a vast increase in the amount to be 
transported. 

And whereas^ This transportation is done, in the 
main part, by teams from the Red Eiver country, oxen 
and ponies Rawing single carts, because it is found 
that they can better withstand the myriads of insects, 
flies, gnats and mosquitoes along the Red River Valley, 
while oxen and horses reared in the older settlements 
in the eastern and southern portions of the state can- 
not endure them. These oxen and ponies are also ac- 
customed to hunt and find their own living in the 
grazing season and through much of the winter season. 

jind whereasj On each pony and ox used in drawing 
these carts, their owners must pay at the office of col- 
lector of customs one half dollar in coin, and must 
give bondis for the safe return beyond the lines, of 
said stock and carts. The giving of these bonds is 
the cause of great delay and annoyance, and in many 
instances the freighters are poor men and are unable 
to give bonds, which is a hardship. 

Whereasj The United States have advertised for 
proposals '*for the transportation of 1,750 tons of 
freight on route No. 4," in their advertisement of Jan- 
uary the 15th, 1867, and the letting took place Febru- 
ary 28, 1867, this transportation alone will requre two 
thousand yoke of cattle. It will at once be seen that 
this will create a demand which cannot be supplied from 
local sources for working oxen and ponies from the 
Red River settlements. 

And whereas^ It is represented from most reliable 
sources that the emigration this season from (the) Red 
River settlements, in British Columbia, to the Red 
River and Shayenne Valleys and the Otter Tail coun- 
try, as well as the mining regions west, will be very 
large. Much of this emigration will be much impeded 
and impoverished by the duty on live stock; instead 
of this obstacle to such emigration the policy of the 
government should be to encourage it, especially on 
this frontier, which has had so much discouragement 
in the way of its advancement. It will be remember-

ed that in case of importation of live stock, the per 
capita of fifty cents is added to the impost of twenty 
per cent, ad valorem, which, on a pair of oxen worth, 
say one hundred dollars, makes the whole charge 
twenty -one dollars in coin.

From the foregoing exhibit it will be perceived 

that the finances of the State are in a healthy and 

satisfactory condition. During the fiscal year just 
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closed all legal claims against the Treasury have been 
promptly met, and the balance on hand is sufficiently 
large to pay off the undrawn appropriations and the 
deficiencies known to exist. This gratifying state of 
affairs it should be the effort and study of all connect- 
ed with the State government to maintain. Minnesota 
has too long suffered from and felt the disgrace of a 
floating indebtedness, and having at last extinguised 
it we should learn from experience dearly bought, and 
a^oid similar difficulties in the future. I earnestly 
recomend therefore that in making appropriations for 
the coming year the greatest care be taken, less the 
amounts may exceed the receipts upon which we can 
safely rely. While the valuation of the assessed prop- 
erty of the State has been largely increased during 
the last year, it will hardly be safe, in my opinion, to 
depend upon an income exceeding the sum of three 
hundred thousand dollars, and the appropriations 
ought therefore to be limited to that amount

percent! loa?^' Tho loau of two huudred and fifty thousand dollars 
negotiated by the State in the year 1858 falls due in 
New York city on the first of July, 1867. We have in 
the sinking fund in negotiable funds $75,000, to which 
may be added before July next from the collection of 
taxes the sum ot $25,000— leaving a balance ©f $150,000 
to be provided for. A part of this amount may be re- 
ceived from the General Government in payment of 
the claims of the State for expenditures and advances 
during the Sioux War. The remaining balance it 
might be well to borrow from the School Fund, repay- 
ment to be made as fast as the collections for the Sink- 
ing Fund will allow.

Several companies organized under the laws of our 
state have not complied with section 53, title 2, chap- 
ter 34, Revised Statutes, requiring them to obtain a 
certificate of authority from the State Treasurer before 
transacting business in any otheT county but the one 
where they are located. 

As the time for the renewal of certificates is near 
at hand, for the protection of all concerned, it is to be 
hoped that some means may be devised by which the 
authority of the law can be properly maintained.
